Resettlement Program Has 


a Spent More Than $51,000,- 


000 for Land. 


WASHINGTON, July 10.—f)— 
Taking stock of its first year’s work 
in 14 southern states, the Resettle- 
ment. Administration oday found some 
7,70 farm families in new homes. 

The southern phase of the gigantic 
government movement to transfer im- 
poverished farm families from barren 
to productive agricultural areas em- 
braced 75 projects involving 428,653 
acres of land at an estimated cost of 
$51,675,990, as of July 1. 

Along with the movement of famil- 
ies from bad to good farm lands, the 
administration said it was pushing a 
vigorous land use program designed to 
put submarginal lands it has acquired 
in southern areas to the use for which 


it is considered best fitted. 


To July 1 the administration had 


‘acquired approximately 2,350,000 acres 


of land in the 14 states at an ap- 
proximate cost of $15,444,280 and on 
which it planned to spend approxi- 
mately $17,362,884 in developing it for 
| various uses. 

| These uses include agricultural ex- 
| periment work, forestry, public recrea- 
ition, wildlife conservation, Indian re- 
|habilitation and grazing. 

In addition to the resettlement and 
‘land use projects, the Resettlement 
Administration has loaned approxi- 
mately $40,000,000 to more than 136.- 
QOO farmers and has given an addi- 
‘tional $3,499,477 to more than 118,- 
.000 others unable to obtain loans to

Agricultural experts were unable to 
estimate how much greater 
had been caused by the cumulative ef- 
fect of continued 100-degree heat and 
lack of moisture in the period since 
‘the government's reporters had sur- 
‘veyed the situation. 

But a hint of the vast destruction 
not reflected in the figures came from 
President Koosevelt’s 
information he has received in the last 
three days indicates only 15 per cent 
of the spring wheat crop will be harv- 
ested—and perhaps not that much if 
the drouth continues unabated. 

The nation’s normal wheat consump- 
tion is 625,000,000 bushels. Even 
though the 638,399,000 bushel estimate 
of July 1 shrinks considerably

DELAY WASHINGTON, July 10.—The republicans had plenty of in- 
side troubles seeking a publicity ogre to duel with the fire- 
breathing democratic publicist, Charles Michelson. 

Three outstanding men are understood to have turned it down be- 
fore the fourth, cool, capable, éxperienced A. H. Kirchofer, Buffalo edi- 
tor, was induced to accept. Two of the decliners are advertising agency 
men and the third a businessman. The job would have required per- 
sonal sacrifices for them. 

Then, also, the master minds who are framing the Landon campaign 
are supposed to have differed sharply on the fundamental issue of 
whether they wanted an advertising man or a newsman. The choice of 
Mr. Kirchofer is a triumph for the news school from which Mr. Michel- 
son also graduated. 

But the technical fault behind the situation now is that the re- 
publicans have waited so long—while the efficient democratic publicity 
set-up has been functioning full blast, playing up such things as drouth 
relief and hogging the headlines.

from the postmaster genéralship is only tech- 
nical. Rubber stamps were preparéd in the Postoffice Department 
two weeks ago carrying the Signature of “William W. Howes, Acting 
Postmaster General.” That step marked the full extent of the change. 

Telephones aré still running from loyal, capable Mr. Howes’ desk to 
Postmaster General Farley’s headquarters in New York, and they will 
be operated.

The only practical difference Mr. Farley’s departure will make is 
that he will lose about $4,000 salary between now and election day.

In Olympics. the record straight, 
let us see just who 

it was that introduced politics and 
—- into the Olympic Games of 

Germany was awarded these games 
four years ago. But that was an- 
other Germany. 

At that time, the international body 
which selected the site acted on the 
supposition that certain essential 
sporting conditions could be guaranteed 
this year. If the committee had had 
any idea that four years later the 
games would be used to ballyhoo Adolf 
Hitler and ‘to indorse a regime of 
murder, persecution and paganism the 
program would have been awarded to 
some other country. 

_Nobody elsewhere has any right to 
give a damn whether the Germans 
murder each other, abolish free 
thought, speech and courts and wor- 
ship at the sign of the spinning pin- 
wheel. That is their own tough luck 
and we have troubles of our own. 

But no country has any right to 
use the Olympic Games and the beau- 
tiful Olympic ideal of brotherhood 
through sportsmanship, which is a 
pretty nice ideal, however pathetic, as 
a signboard on which to 24 sheet its 
polities and hatreds. 


Anti-Nazis 
Not on Team. 


In four years, 
sport in Germany 
has become a po- 
litico-military mo- 
nopoly of the state. All young men 
and women who are barred from the 
nazi party, or refuse to join it as a 
matter of principle, are automatically 
barred from the team, That is a clear 
introduction of political and religious 
qualifications into the Olympic Games 
as it didn’t originate here but in Ger- 
many. 

The nazis have made two exceptions 
but they made them under pressure 
from the outside in fear of losing the 
games. So much for their devotion to 
their principles, 

The nazis often point out that 
American negroes are victims of dis- 
crimination and this is not to deny 
that they are. But negroes are not 
barred from our Olympic teams, Many 
of them have worn the American 
shield in the past and some of the 
most formidable athletes on this year’s 
squad are colored. 

A nazi political book called “Knowl- 
edge About Germany” by Kurt 
Muench, described as “Reich Political 
Trainer” gives information on the 
status of sport in the country which 
bids the athletes of the world welcome 
in the brotherhood of sport. 

It says: “Athletics and sport are 
the preparatory school of the _ po- 
litical will in the service of the state. 
Non-political, so-called neutral sports- 
men are unthinkable in Hitler's state.” 
It also says that sport in Germany 
cannot be separated from politics. 

The official nazi pro-

As Politics. made unguarded ad- 

missions, time and 
again, that these games are to be ex- 
ploited to the utmost as political pro- 
paganda for a party whose fundamen- 
tal principles are at war with every- 
thing that Americanism stands for. 
That propaganda will defeat itself be- 
cause it will be done in the usual 
dumb, clumsy way but that is not the 
question. The question is “Who in- 
troduced politics and religion into the 
Olympic Games?” 

Three days out of eight, in Gar- 
misch, the nazis sent in Hitler to hog 
the show and on other days they sent 
in Goebels and Julius Streicher and 
their generals. Their army was all 
over the place and when it came time 
to salute the national anthems they 
played not one anthem but two. And 
they manipulated things so that a lot 
of American athletes were put on the 
spot and more or less compelled to 
abandon the Olympic salute and give 
instead the nazi political salute. 

If similar conditions had prevailed 
in Los Angeles in 1932 the republican 
party would have barred all non-re- 
publicans from the American team, 
President Hoover and his -eabinet 
would have stolen the show for a po- 
litical demonstration in a campaign 
year. And the army and navy would 
have shoved the people hither and yon 
to show how strong the republican 
party was. 


Of course, nothing 
Hoover of the kind hap- 


Wasn’t There. pened. Hoover 
didn’t even show 
up and old Charlie Curtis just drop- 
ped in to give the show a brief gov- 
ernment send-off, then beat it. No 
body attempted to ballyhoo the bless- 
ings of free spech, free press, free 
courts, freedom of religion and de- 
mocracy. Everybody just relaxed and 
had a perfectly swell time, uncon- 
scious of political rivalries which were 
pretty hot just then, and of every- 
thing but sport. 
The American Olympic committee 
has been raising a faint whine of “‘poli- 
ties and religion” lately to cover its 
own incompetence in financing the 
team. No doubt about it, politics and 
religion are involved this year. But 
nohody in this country started that 
and the American Olympic authorities 
have always used the tin cup to raise 
their money.

Ten convicted murderers—eyenly 
divided between whites and blatke— 
were executed Friday in eight states. 
Every form of execution practiced in 
this country—electrocution, hanging, 
poison gas and the firing uad— 
were employed at one or another of 
the state prisons where doomed men 
walked their “last mile,” 

Two of them were executed for the 
same killing, but another condemned 
man died for a triple murder, so the 
score of killings for the 10 men exe- 
cuted was 11, 

Most dramatic was the electrocu- 
tion at Raleigh, N. C., of 
Grier, a negro convicted of murder- 
ing his one-time mistress. When 
time came, Grier's keepers allowe 
him to tell fellow prisoners in death 
row good-bye. He broke loose and 
leaped from an inside corridor to 
the concrete floor of the basement, 30 
feet below, in an attempt to beat 
the chair by suicide. All he gained 
was two hours’ respite and a lot of 
pain. His broken bones were held to- 
gether by plaster casts and his bruised 
and bleeding body was carried to the 
chair by five prisoners, where he was 
électrocuted.

Georgia Dahlia Variety Test Garden 
Planting Is Completed Near Griffin 


David D. Long, chairman of the 
committee on affiliations for the Dah- 
lia Society of Georgia, announces the 
completion of the planting in the 
“Dahlia Variety Test Garden” at the 
Georgia Experiment Station, near 
Griffin. The garden, bordered on one 
side by a tall hedge of magnificent 
magnolia trees and by a screen of ar- 
borvitae on another side, will contain 
in the early autumn an interesting dis- 
play of approximately 165 varieties. 

Whenever it has been possible to 
procure three plants of one variety, 
each is being grown under different 
conditions. By this method, the test 
will show which kind of cultivation 
is the most satisfactory. Of these 
varieties there are in the garden 425 
plants, each one, when it will have 


reached sufficient growth, to be fasten- 
‘ed to tall, stout stakes of uniform 
| height. These plants are from 47 
contributors throughout the United 
| States, from New England to the Pa 
| cific coast. Each contributor is a 
well-known grower or hybridizer, ree- 
| ognized as one who has only the best 
of dahlias. 

| Although many Georgia flower 
|growers are dahlia enthusiasts, mem, 
| bers of the Dahlia Society of Georgia 
with the president, E. R. Ayo, hope 
‘that this»garden will inspire many 
more to grow and to appreciate more 
enthusiastically this lovely autumn 
| flower. The public will be invited 
ito see the flowers in all their glory 
,and to learn what varieties can be 
| grown successfully in this climate.
